• The Revs lead the all-time, regular-season series with the New York Red Bulls (formerly the New 
York/New Jersey MetroStars), 26-19-12 ... the Revs have had success at home against New 
York, holding a 18-4-5 mark in Foxborough - including a 11-1-4 record at Gillette Stadium 

• New England enters Saturday’s match riding a 15-game, regular-season undefeated streak (11- 
0-4) at Gillette Stadium against New York, dating back 2002 

• Sunday’s game will mark the 58th regular-season meeting and 66th all-time between the Revolu¬ 
tion and Red Bulls in MLS regular-season, postseason and tournament action combined, which 
is tied for the most meetings against any opponent in Revs history ... the Revs have also played 
D.C. United 66 total times 

• Saturday’s match is the third and final regular-season meeting between the two clubs this year 
... earlier this season, New York defeated the Revs, 1-0, on April 28 at Red Bull Arena, while the 
Revs defeated New York, 2-0, in the last meeting on July 8, in Foxborough 

• In 2011, New York won the season series for the first time since the team re-branded in 2006 ... 
the Red Bulls defeated the Revolution, 2-1, on June 10 at Red Bull Arena before playing to a 2-2 
draw on Aug. 20 at Gillette Stadium 

• New York’s 1-0 win at Red Bull Arena on June 10,2011 marked the Red Bulls’ second win in a 
row against New England ... previously, the Revs posted a 14-game, regular-season unbeaten 
streak (8-0-6) against the New York club, dating back to the end of the 2005 season 

• Four of the last six games have been one-goal games or draws, dating back to May 29,2010 ... 
the largest margin of victory in that span was the Red Bulls’ 2-0 victory on Oct. 21,2010 and a 
New England 2-0 win on July 8,2012 ... in those four games, the Revs are 1-2-1 

• New England and New York have met in the postseason three times - all since 2003 - and the

MATT REIS NOMINATED FOR SAVE OF THE WEEK 

Matt Reis made five saves on Saturday at D.C. United and was rewarded for his efforts this 
week with a nomination for “Save of the Week."... in the 24th minute, Reis made a diving save 
off of a bouncing ball from 45 yards out blasted by United's Branko Boskovic ... voting con¬ 
cludes on Thursday at midnight with video and ballot information available at mlssoccer.com 
... Reis last won “Save of the Week” earlier this year after his save on July 21 at Kansas City. 

HISPANIC HERITAGE NIGHT AND COLLEGE NIGHT ON SATURDAY 

The Revolution will host Hispanic Heritage Night and College Night at Gillette Stadium this 
Saturday, with special Family 4-Packs available, as well as a host of Hispanic-themed activi¬ 
ties centered on the game .. popular Telemundo TV personality Veronica Robles will perform 
with her Mariachi band prior to the match on the Patriot Place Plaza, and then will perform 
the National Anthem immediately prior to the game ... Uruguayan drum corps Tronar Celeste 
will also perform pregame and then relocate to the stands for the match ... the team is also 
hosting College Night with student-friendly priced tickets that includes entrance to exclusive 
pre-game activities, including a pregame party, food and beverage and a special DJ inside the 
stadium, as well as games and contests ... ticket information for both promotions can be found 
at revolutionsoccer.net. 

RESERVES ROUND OUT THE SEASON 

The Revolution Reserves (2-4-3, 9 pts.) play their final match of the season on Saturday ... 
the team takes on the New York Reserves (1-5-2, 5 pts.), immediately following the first-team 
game at Gillette Stadium ... Fernando Cardenas scored the Revs’ lone goal in the 59th minute 
in the Revs’ last reserve match - a 2-1 loss to Toronto FC on Sept. 7. 

TIME TO START A NEW STREAK... 

Saturday's match provides the opportunity for the Revs to start a new streak after the team 
suffered a 2-1 loss at D.C. last weekend ... the loss snapped the Revs’ modest three-game 
unbeaten run ... prior to the match at D.C., the Revs were 1-0-2 in their last three games, all 
at home. 

...BUT A CHANCE TO DEFEND FOXBOROUGH 

The Revs return to Gillette Stadium this week and look to defend their three-game unbeaten 
streak (1-0-2) in Foxborough ... the Revs are 6-4-5 at home this season and secured a 2-0 win 
against Columbus in their last home contest on September 5 ... after opening the season 5-1- 
3 at home, the Revs went 0-3-2 before the victory against the Crew ... prior to the win against 
Columbus, the Revs' last win at home was on July 8, a 2-0 victory over New York. 

SCORING FIRST AT HOME YIELDS GOOD RESULTS 

When the Revs have scored first at home, the team has picked up key points ... the Revs are 
4-1-3 at home this season when scoring first, but are just 2-3-0 at home when conceding the 
first goal... overall, the Revs have opened the game's scoring 13 times - home or away - and 
are 5-5-3 when scoring first. 

REVS ELIMINATED FROM PLAYOFF CHASE 

After falling to D.C. on the road on Saturday, the Revs were eliminated from the 2012 MLS 
Cup Playoff race ... 2012 marks the third consecutive season that the Revs have missed the 
playoffs after capturing postseason births in eight consecutive seasons from 2002 through 
2009. 

HOME DOMINANCE AGAINST NY ON THE LINE 

The Revs welcome New York to Gillette Stadium on Saturday - a venue that has been unkind 
to the New York club since its opening in 2002 ... New England enters Saturday’s match riding 
a 15-game, regular-season undefeated streak (11 -0-4) at Gillette Stadium against New York, 
dating back to 2002. 

1- 95 RIVALS KEEP THINGS CLOSE 

New York and New England have made a habit of keeping contests close in the last half- 
dozen meetings ... four of the last six games have been one-goal games or draws... in those 
four games, the Revs are 1 -2-1 ... the largest margin of victory in that span is the Red Bulls' 

2- 0 victory on Oct. 21, 2010 and New England's 2-0 win on July 8, 2012. 

ONE-GOAL GAMES MORE THAN A DIME A DOZEN 

Saturday's 2-1 loss at D.C. United marked the Revs 16th one-goal game this season, tied 
with Real Salt Lake for the most in MLS ... in those games, the Revs are 2-14-0 and the team 
has dropped its last nine one-goal contests dating back to May 26 at United ... only one of 
the team’s losses - a 3-0 loss at Kansas City on March 17 - was by more than one goal this 
season. 

GOAL DELIVERY IN 30 MINUTES OR LESS 

The Revs found an early goal on Saturday at D.C. as Kelyn Rowe struck in the 29th minute 
... the team has scored a league-leading 19 goals in the first 30 minutes of action this season 
... with Rowe's goal in that window, the Revs have now scored more than half of their goals 
(19-of-36 total goals) this season within the first half-hour of play. 


NO SHORTAGE OF SHOTS 

Despite only scoring one goal at United on Saturday, the Revs unleashed a club-record 28 
shots at D.C.... the previous club record was 26, which the team hit four different times ... the 
team’s previous high this season was 20, set on Sept. 5 against Columbus ... with 402 total 
shots this year, the Revs are rank third in MLS behind Kansas City (483), while New England's 
161 shots on goal are second in MLS behind San Jose (162). 

(MULTIPLE) SHOTS NOT FALLING 

The Revs enter Saturday's game tied for 11 th in MLS in goals with 36 (1.24 goals per game) 

... however, the team's low goal-scoring total isn't for lack of trying ... the team’s 9.0 percent 
shooting percentage is ranked 15th in MLS, but the team’s shots on goal percentage of 40.0 
percent is tops in MLS. 

REVS LOOKING FOR LATE-GAME MAGIC 

Although the Revs took a club-record 28 shots at D.C. on Saturday, the team was unable to 
find an equalizer after allowing the go-ahead goal in the 63rd minute ... the Revs are 0-12-2 
this season when trailing at the 75th-minute mark, including a 0-3-1 record at home when 
down in the final 15 minutes ... the two draws came in back-to-back games when the Revs 
struck for 94th-minute equalizers on June 23 at Toronto and June 30 against Seattle. 

THAT GUAM GUY 

Ryan Guy will represent Guam in next week’s Paulino Alcantara Peace Cup, which will be 
played at Rizal Memorial Stadium in Manila, Philippines ... Guy will depart the Revolution to 
join Guam following Saturday's match against New York, and will miss the team's Sept. 29 
match at Houston while away with Guam ... this trip will be Guy’s first-ever involvement with 
Guam’s national team after he declared his intent to play for the country earlier this summer... 
his father, Jesse, is Guam-born allowing Guy eligibility for that country’s national team. 

ROWE RETURNS TO SCORING WAYS 

Rookie Kelyn Rowe scored the Revs' lone goal at D.C. on Saturday, opening the scoring in the 
29th minute ... it was Rowe’s third goal of the season and first since June 2 against Chicago 
in Foxborough ... with three goals in 25 appearances, the UCLA-product is third in scoring on 
the club behind team-leader Saer Sene (11 goals) and Lee Nguyen (five goals). 

KELYN AMONG ELITE ROOKIES 

After recording his third goal of the season on Saturday, Kelyn Rowe moved into a tie for third 
in rookie scoring ... with three assists on top of his trio of goals, Rowe’s nine points are tied 
with Colorado’s Tony Cascio (3 goals, 3 assists)... entering the week, Vancouver's Darren 
Mattocks led all rookies in points with 15 (7 goals, 1 assist), while D.C. United's Nick DeLeon 
was second with 14 points (5 goals, 4 assists). 

ROOKIE ROWE RALLYING REVS 

Kelyn Rowe's third goal of the season was New England’s lone goal in Saturday’s loss at D.C. 
... following the match, Rowe remained positive about using the remaining games this season 
as motivation for improvement heading into 2013 ... said Rowe, “It's obviously news none of 
us want to hear or take in, but it's all about moving forward. We are definitely going to play 
for pride. We need to get wins and make sure this club reclaims its glory and we are going to 
work every game and every day to get there.” 

DIEGO’S HELPING OUT 

Diego Fagundez recorded his second assist of the season on Saturday when he fed Kelyn 
Rowe for the Revs’ lone goal in the loss at D.C.... Fagundez’s assist on Rowe’s goal was his 
third career assist and second assist in as many games ... the 17-year old also recorded an 
assist on Dimity Imbongo’s goal in the team’s 2-0 win over Columbus on Sept. 5. 

DIEGO’S PROFILE OF COURAGE 

Diego Fagundez’s journey to the U.S. -- and less than 10 years later, to MLS -- was recently 
featured by MLSsoccer.com ... in a series of videos on the journey to excellence, sponsored 
by the U.S. Marine Corps, Fagundez and his father, Washington, are profiled for the decision 
to come to America from Uruguay when Diego was just six years old ... Washington, a profes¬ 
sional soccer player, wanted a better life for his family and now fans have a chance to learn 
more about the courageous action by visiting mlssoccer.com 

TOJA’S RETURN TO MLS ACTION 

Juan Toja made his Revolution debut when he checked into Saturday’s game at D.C. in the 
73rd minute ... it was Toja’s first MLS appearance since July 19, 2008 when he was with FC 
Dallas ... Toja arrived in New England on Sept. 9 and trained four times with the Revs last 
week ahead of his first Revolution action ... Toja transfered from FC Dallas to Romania’s 
Steaua Bucuresti on Aug. 1,2008, and later played for Greece’s Aris before returning to MLS. 

REIS MOVES UP THE LEAGUE CHARTS TWICE 

On Saturday in D.C., Matt Reis moved in to fourth place on the MLS career (goalkeeper) 
minutes played chart... Reis now has 24,941 career minutes played, passing Zach Thornton 
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who had 24,935 ... Reis also moved into a fourth-place tie with Zach Thornton on the MLS 
career (goalkeepers) starts list with 276 starts. 

OTHER REIS RECORD IN REACH 

In his next appearance, Matt Reis will move up the MLS career goalkeeping charts, passing 
Zach Thornton in another goalkeeping category ... with 276 career starts, Reis also one game 
shy of passing Thornton (276) for sole possesion of fourth place on the career starts list. 

REIS APPROACHING ANOTHER 100-SAVE SEASON 

Matt Reis enters Saturday's match with 92 saves this season - eight shy of his seventh 100- 
save season in his career... should Reis reach the century mark in saves this year, he would 
be one of three goalkeepers to record 100 or more saves in seven seasons, joining Kevin 
Hartman and Joe Cannon (7)... Reis recorded his first 100-save season in 2005, and then 
followed up again with 100-save seasons in 2006, 2007, 2008, 2009 and 2011. 

TIERNEY STANDING ON A CORNER 

Although Chris Tierney missed last Saturday's match at D.C. with an injury, his next appear¬ 
ance could have the 26-year old moving up the club’s corner-kick chart again ... with 157 
career corner kicks, Tierney's next corner kick will move him into tie with Imad Baba (158) for 
fourth place on the club’s all-time list... Tierney entered the season seventh on the list with 
101 corner kicks and passed Alberto Naveda (108) and Andy Dorman (119) earlier this season 
... should he pass Baba, Tierney’s next task in sight would be passing Joe-Max Moore (209) 
for third place. 

UPPING THE DEFENSIVE INTENSITY, LEADING TO OFFENSIVE OPPORTUNITIES 

Following the team's 10-game winless streak (0-7-3), the Revs have increased the amount of 
defensive intensity and pressure in the last two matches ... in those two matches - against 
Columbus on Sept 5 and at D.C. on Sept. 15 - the Revs have seen a decrease in opponent's 
passing percentage and attempts on goal... additionally, the defensive mindset has lead to an 
increase in offensive chances:

FEAST OR FAMINE FOR REVS SCORERS 

The Revs’ scoring this season has been feast or famine: the team has either been shut out or 
scored multiple goals in 22 of its 29 matches this year... the Revs’ have only scored one goal 
in a game just seven times ... the team has been shut out 10 times, a mark which is second in 
MLS behind league-leaders Portland and Chivas USA (11)... however, the Revs are tied for 
ninth in MLS in multiple-goal games with 12, as San Jose leads with 17 ... the club is also tied 
for eighth in MLS in three-plus goal games with four as San Jose leads the league with nine. 

SHUTOUT MARK IN JEOPARDY? 

With 10 shutouts against already this season, the Revs are in danger of matching - or setting 
- a new club record for shutouts ... the team was shut out a record 11 times in 2010 ... in 2011, 
the Revs were shut out 10 times ... in total, the Revs have been shut out 10 or more times five 
different seasons in the club’s history: 1998 (10), 1999 (10), 2010 (11), 2011 (10) and 2012 
( 10 ). 

REIS RACKING UP MINUTES, NGUYEN NOW IN SECOND 

Of the 28 Revs players who have appeared in a game this season, only Matt Reis has played 
at least 90 percent of the minutes ... Matt Reis has played every minute of the 27 matches he's 
started this year... just behind Reis is Lee Nguyen, the only New England player who has ap¬ 
peared in every game this year... after Nguyen, the next closest Revolution players are Chris 
Tierney with 26 appearances - including 25 starts - and A. J. Soares (2190-of-2520 minutes, 
86.9 percent), who has been out of lineup the last three matches.

LEE GIVES REVS CHANCE TO WIN 

Lee Nguyen is the only Revs player that has appeared in every game this season ... in 29 
appearances - including 26 starts - Nguyen has contributed five goals and two assists and 
ranks second on the team in scoring behind Saer Sene ... Nguyen came off the bench in the 
62nd minute on August 25 at Columbus, and later buried an 81 st-minute penalty kick attempt 
... in that game, the 25-year old bounced back from a left ankle sprain that took him out of the 
Aug. 18 game at Chicago at halftime to score his first goal since July 18 at Montreal...
